With  this  current  year,  the  Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind 
completed  a  century  of  continuous  service  to  the  blind  of  the 
State.  The  School  was  created  by  an  Act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly in  February,  1842,  and  opened  in  May  of  that  year 
in  a  building  located  on  Sixth  Street  between  Chestnut  and 
Walnut.  In  1844  a  building  was  erected  on  the  south  side  of 
Broadway  between  First  and  Second  Streets,  which  was  de- 
stroyed by  tire  in  1851.  Until  the  present  building  was  ready 
for  occupancy  in  October,  1855,  the  school  was  carried  <>n 
temporarily  in  the  University  of  Louisville.  During  the  Civil 
War,  in  1S6'2,  while  the  school  was  used  for  a  Government  Hos- 
pital, students  and  faculty  were  moved  to  the  Alexander  House 
on  the  Workhouse  Road.  The  central  portion  of  the  building 
as  it  stands  today  was  completed  in  1855  and  two  new  wings 
Avere  added  in  1895. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  1842  the  school  had  nine 
pupils  with  a  staff  of  two  teachers,  a  matron  and  a  superin- 
tendent while  during  the  past  session  there  were  enrolled  one 
hundred  eighty-three  children  who  were  cared  for  by  a  staff 
personnel  of  fifty-six,  nineteen  of  this  number  were  engaged 
in  teaching. 

To  commemorate  the  centennial,  dates  important  in  the 
school's  history  were  appropriately  observed  throughout  the 
year.  These  included  Open  House,  .a  Musicale  and  an  Enter- 
tainment in  which  the  entire  student- body-participated.  Orig- 
inally a  more  ambitious  program  was  planned,  but  due  to  war 
time  conditions,  it  was  deemed  wise  to  observe  the  anniversary 
in  a  most  conservative  manner. 

At  the  (dose  of  the  school  year,  exercises  combined  gradua- 
tion and  further  observance  of  the  centennial.  Distinguished 
guests  included  His  Excellency,  Governor  Keen  .Johnson  and 
the  Honorable  John  AY.  Brooker.  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction.  Governor  -Johnson  presented  diplomas  and 
also  paid  high  tribute  to  the  founders  of  the  School.  These 
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included  W.  P.  Bullock,  T.  S.  Bell,  Samuel  Cassaday,  -John  I. 
Jacob,  .James  Pickett,  Bryce  M.  Patton,  Edward  Jarvis,  William 
Richardson  and  Garnet  Duncan. 


The  enrollment  for  the  past  year  in  both  White  and 
Colored  Departments  was  one  hundred  eighty -three ;  of  this 
number  fifty-four  were  in  Junior  and  Senior  High  School. 

Graduating  from  the  High  School  course  were:

It  was  gratifying  to  note  that  all  departments  of  the  school 
continued  to  reflect  definite  progress  to  the  credit  of  both  teacher 
and  pupil. 

Our  quartette  had  an  extremely  busy  season  appearing  on 
programs  of  Sunday  School,  civic  and  fraternal  organizations. 

The  Dramatic  Club  under  the  direction  of  Miss  M.  Blye 
Allan  did  creditable  work.  On  the  programs  for  Assembly 
Periods  and  special  Holidays,  this  group  contributed  much 
entertainment. 

Our  troops  of  boy  and  girl  scouts  were  active  throughout 
the  year  and  accomplished  much  in  their  own  particular  line 
of  endeavor.  In  Troop  Ten  there  were  fifty-two  boys  who  learned 
the  principles  of  scouting  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Samuel 
J.  Richie.  Miss  Daisy  Wallace,  Captain  for  Troop  Seven, 
directed  a  program  for  a  group  of  twenty-four  girls. 

Through  the  interest  and  support  of  many  friends,  our  girls 
were  successful  in  winning  the  capital  prize  in  a  contest  spon- 
sored by  a  nationally  known  candy  company.  The  one  room 
club  house  completely  furnished  has  been  a  source  of  much 
t  njoyment  and  fun.  In  addition  to  the  pleasure  of  receiving 
the  award,  it  taught  the  girls  valuable  lessons  in  competition 
and  sportsmanship.  An  additional  prize  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars was  also  won  by  the  same  group. 

The  work  accomplished  by  pupils  and  teachers  of  the 
Colored  Department  was  very  satisfactory.  Their  band  made 
commendable  progress  and  contributed  many  programs  to 
meetings  of  local  organizations. 
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With  the  exception  of  seasonal  colds,  the  health  of  all 
pupils  during  the  past  year  was  excellent.  We  attributed  this 
condition  to  our  program  which  included  for  every  new  pupil, 
complete  physical  and  eye  examination,  Wasserman  and  Shick 
test.  Additional  factors  were  good  wholesome  food  and  well 
balanced  schedules  of  work  and  play. 

Our  newly  appointed  oculist.  Dr.  Harry  A.  Pfingst,  ren- 
dered most  skillful  and  efficient  service  to  our  pupils  through- 
out the  year.  However,  his  recent  appointment  to  the  Army 
Medical  Corps  temporarily  severed  his  connection  with  our 
organization.  Dr.  Pfmgst's  work,  performed  entirely  without 
compensation,  was  a  great  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  our 
children,  and  the  school  is  indebted  to  him  for  untiring  interest 
and  invaluable  service. 

War-Time  Activitihs 

Pupils  in  all  departments  responded  enthusiastically  in 
their  contribution  to  the  war  effort.  Under  the  auspices  of  the 
Red  Cross,  home  nursing  classes  were  held  every  Saturday 
morning  at  the  school  which  were  attended  by  twenty-five  girls. 
After  completion  of  a  twenty  weeks'  course  they  were  awarded 
diplomas,  with  a  large  group  of  sighted  people,  at  the  War 
Memorial  Auditorium.  At  these  exercises  our  girls  in  home 
nursing  presented  an  original  play  which  was  well  received. 

Our  -Junior  Red  Cross  Knitting  Unit  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Vernette  Scoggan  did  excellent  work  completing  the 
following  articles:  Sixty-one  sweaters — -eight  dresses — twenty- 
six  beanies  and  two  pairs  of  gloves. 

A  group  of  interested  boys  also  learned  to  knit,  completing 
an  afghan  which  was  very  well  made. 

The  project  in  our  boys'  workshop  was  the  preparation  of 
tin  cans  for  the  monthly  collection.  Each  Saturday  morning 
was  given  over  to  this  work,  and  the  boys'  efforts  were  re- 
flected in  the  very  neat  workmanship  of  the  huge  pile  of  cans. 

A  large  group  of  children,  from  their  limited  allowances, 
purchased  articles  for  Christmas  boxes  to  be  sent  to  children 
in  evacuated  countries;  they  also  made  portfolios  and  games 
for  hospitalized  soldiers. 
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Adult  Work 

Our  field  worker  visited  many  blind  adults  in  their  homes 
teaching  them  to  read  and  to  do  various  types  of  handicraft. 

The  Talking  Book  remained  a  source  of  pleasure  and  enter- 
tainment to  many  blind  people  throughout  the  Stale.  It  was 
of  particular  interest  to  the  group,  who  because  of  a<je  or  in- 
firmity, found  the  Learning  of  Braille  too  difficult  a  task.  To 
date  approximately  three  hundred  of  these  machines  have  been 
distributed  in  Kentucky. 

The  vending  stand  project  continued  to  be  the  popular 
type  of  employment  for  our  blind  men  and  women  who  were 
qualified  to  do  this  work.  There  was  an  increased  volume  of 
business  in  these  stands  particularly  in  locations  where  Avar 
contracts  had  been  awarded.  This  condition  extended  our 
service  into  longer  hours  which  necessitated  the  employment 
of  additional  operators.  Listed  elsewhere  in  this  report  are 
the  locations  of  these  vending  stands  together  with  the  staff 
personnel. 

In  the  program  of  training  and  employing  the  adult  blind, 
another  successful  year  was  added  to  the  history  of  the  Ken- 
tucky Workshop.  While  the  volume  of  business  did  not  exceed 
that  of  the  previous  year,  it  was  far  above  the  average.  Products 
sold  included  mops,  mop  heads,  brooms  and  broom  ba<is.  The 
shop  achieved  an  enviable  record  particularly  in  the  manu- 
facture of  mops,  and  among  our  customers  were  included  job- 
bers located  in  all  parts  of  the  country. 

For  their  interest  in  the  spiritual  welfare  of  our  student 
body  the  school  is  particularly  indebted  to  the  pastors  of  the 
various  churches  in  the  immediate  neighborhood.  Appreciation 
of  faithful  service  is  also  extended  to  the  committee  personnel 
which  weekly  served  as  guides. 

For  united  effort  and  loyal  cooperation  by  which  a  suc- 
cessful school  year  was  accomplished,  gratitude  and  apprecia- 
tion are  expressed  to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the  Ad- 
visory Board,  our  Principal  and  the  entire  staff  personnel.

Every  blind  child  in  Kentucky,  or  any  Kentucky  child 
whose  sight  is  so  poor  as  to  prevent  it  from  attending  an  ordinary 
school,  can  get  a  free  education  at  the  Kentucky  School  for  the 
Blind  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  There  is  no  charge  for  board, 
tuition  or  books. 

There  are  separate  schools  for  the  white  children  and  for 
the  colored  children,  some  distances  apart,  each  with  its  own 
set  of  teachers.  The  State  has  endeavored  to  make  these  schools 
everything  they  should  be  for  the  education,  health  and  comfort 
of  the  blind  children  of  Kentucky.  The  buildings  are  large  and 
beautifully  situated  on  rolling  grounds  with  magnificent  forest 
trees,  and  filled  with  every  possible  device  for  the  training  of 
the  blind.  The  teachers  are  the  best  that  can  be  had,  thoroughly 
experienced  in  teaching  those  who  cannot  see. 

The  school  session  opens  the  second  Wednesday  of  Septem- 
ber and  closes  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  the  children  going 
to  their  homes  for  the  summer  vacation. 

To  get  into  the  school,  it  is  necessary  that  the  child  have 
too  little  sight  to  attend  an  ordinary  school,  be  between  six  and 
eighteen  years  of  age,  have  a  sound  mind,  be  free  from  disease 
and  a  resident  of  Kentucky.
